AND CRIMINALS?

While dealing with problem boys, 
delinquents, and old criminals, for 20 
years — ten of which were spent in 
prisons— I often have been asked to 
discuss what causes boys to become 
"bad", turning to delinquent, or 
criminal behavior 

Also, I have asked that question of 
myself many times. Individual cases, 
upon comparison, do not show the 
same factors causing the delin- 
quencies, or crimes. In studying nu- 
merous cases, however, certain def- 
inite factors appear to produce "bad" 
boys or older criminals. 

If you or I could isolate ourselves 
from the rest of society, like Robin- 
son Crusoe on his island, then, you or 
I could not become "bad", that is. 
commit any crime. When men live to- 
gether they have a definite need for 
setting up laws .or rules of conduct 
and behavior to regulate their rela- 
tionships. A society without such 
controls would soon bring anarchy 
Even games can not be conducted 
without rules or law's. 

Society has to select a few chosen 
persons to enforce its laws The lat- 
ter are our police, school officials, 
court officers, district attorneys, etc 

Proper law enforcement prevents 
violations of the law and protects 
our liberty The police and other law 
enforcement officials, thus, actually 
are our friends and protectors. Only 
the violators of the law fear or dis- 
trust these officials, because dis- 
obedience of the law will result in 
their arrest, trial, and sentence. 

Many scientific studies have been 
made and are being made of delin- 
quency and criminality These re- 
searches show that there are many 
causes of crime A criminal career is 



the result of a chain of countless 
causes. 

Delinquent and criminal behavior 
is most frequently traced to Here- 
dity and Environment. Heredity re- 
fers to the qualities or lack of qual- 
ities, passed on to us by our parents. 
Environment is whatever surj-ounds^ 
us from the time we are born. Of 
equal importance as a factor, is the 
effects upon the individual of the 
inter-play between hereditary and 
environmental factors — Individual 
Character, or Personality. The latter 
undoubtedly supplies the basic ex- 
planation why saints and sinners may 
come from the same family, why 
slums produce great men as well as 
public enemies, etc 

The individual can do little with 
respect to changing his heredity 
Nor can he, as an individual, do much 
to eliminate or change the unfavor- 
able conditions of his environment. 
Each of us, however, can do some- 
thing constructive when it comes to 
improvement of individual character, 
or personality. Parents, school au- 
thorities, employers, law enforcement 
officials, friends, associates, and the 
individual himself, all can con- 
tribute their efforts in turn Im- 
proved character training and per- 
sonality development result in im- 
proved citizenship The efforts of 
the individual, the family, and the ' 
community as a whole must be co- 
ordinated and brought to bear upon 
the problem of delinquency through 
improving citizenship— that is why 
each of us still has to be his "broth- 
er's keeper" 

In our democracy, each of us car- 
ries the responsibility for as well as 
enjoys the privilege of "good", liv- 
ing. We not only have the obligation 



to "stay good", but also the duty to 
keep ourselves and others from going 
"bad". Training for good citizenship 
is the best preventive of delinquency 
and criminality. Although not all in- 
clusive, the following principles con- 
tribute fundamentally to good citi- 
zenship. 

HIGHER AUTHORITY. From 
birth until death, each person must 
subordinate himself to a higher au- 
thority. No one can be immune to 
this need. As children, we have to ac- 
cept and follow the standards, rules, 
and policies established by our par- 
ents. *In turn, thereafter, come the 
authority of the schools, industry, as- 
sociates, professional or social or- 
ganizations, and the law, respective- 
ly. In addition, we are confronted 
with God's spiritual requirements, 
the laws of nature, and those of 
science. Failure in our training to 
learn to accept and comply with 
higher authority results in diffi- 
culties for the individual as well as 
the group. 

SELF-CONTROL. Man, because he 
is a social being and lives in a social 
group, must develop suitable habits 
of self-control and self-discipline in 
order to get along with the social 
group of which he is a part. More 
advanced standards of self-control 
and self -discipline are required as 
the individual grows up. In turn, the 
individual has to participate in ac- 
tivities extending beyond the areas 
of the home, the school, the neigh- 
borhood, and the local community. 
Failure to instill these traits during 
early life and develop them during 
the individual's growth will bring 
the individual into difficulties of in- 
creasing degree. As we grow into 
maturity we have to shoulder in- 
creased responsibilities and duties. 
TEAM PLAY. Normal and suc- 
' cessful living is not possible in iso- 
lation. In fact, the fullest lives are 
those of active participation in a 
variety of well-rounded group activ- 
ities — civic, social, cultural, religious, 
industrial or professional programs. 
Participation in a group activity re- 
quires team play — observance of the 
rules of real sportsmanship. Ability 



to "give and take", lead as well as 
follow the leader, compromise in 
good spirit, practise good fellowship, 
and be a good winner as well as a 
good loser are essential for good 
team play. Wilfulness, being self- 
centered, carrying a "-chip on the 
shoulder" attitude, hogging the spot- 
light, and poor sportsmanship make 
one unfit for team play. 

Too often, each of us can see what 
is wrong with the other fellow, while 
blind to our own faults. We also are 
too apt to find alibis for our failures, 
while inclined to blame the other fel- 
low,- or "pass the buck", when it 
comes to duties and responsibilities. 
Placing all the blame for delin- 
quency and crime on the parent, or 
the schools, or the slums, or "bad as- 
sociates", or politicians, etc., exem- 
plifies these tendencies. 

Parents are responsible for more 
than the mere provision of food, 
clothes, and shelter. They have the 
duty of setting proper standards and 
examples of good citizenship, exer- 
cising appropriate" supervision and 
discipline. Overindulgence and 
shielding of children is parental self- 
indulgence. 

Teachers and school authorities 
must go beyond mere instruction in 
the three Rs. They must contribute 
their efforts toward increased char- 
acter building, personality develop- 
ment and good citizenship. They are 
derelict in duty if they assume that 
the latter requirements are the sole 
responsibility of parents. 

As good citizens, we all must 
strive to eradicate unfavorable neigh- 
borhood conditions, improve stand- 
ards of living, and meet "our civic and 
political obligations. As individuals. 
we all must strive for improved good 
citizenship on our part and that of 
our neighbors. If we do we will cut 
down on delinquency and crime.
